< KKKKS AND COIN MAÍ’III.NES 
Since 1926 there has been a ten-fold increase in tin* 
number of automatic devices that retail chewing gum, soda 
pop and similar articles. 
The business of manufacturing, 
distributing and servicing these machines employ s 70,000 
persons, according to a statement issued through tin* federal 
department of commerce, and the dollars and cents volume 
of coin-operated equipment bought and sold annually reaches 
an incredible figure, estimated at 75 million dollars. 
How do these machines affect the trade of retail selling 
as carried on by store clerks? We have seen no estimate as 
to that, but there is no machine that competes with a per­ 
sonable and polite salesman or saleswoman. 
N o machine, 
for instance, can remind the customer that when she buy s 
a spool of thread (if machines sell thread she may need a 
package of needles or some buttons. The clerk has a distinct 
advantage over a machine when it comes to salesmanship, 
and for that reason a good clerk needn't worry about m a­ 
chine competition. 
Clerks are not only the prized acquaintances of good 
and steady customers, but they are also of immense value 
to their employ er, for clerks get customers if they are to 
be gotten, and they hold them if other things are equal. 
7 hr* Illinois Federation of Retail Associations has is­ 
sued an analy sis by Randolph Clement of what happens to 
100 customers of an average store in the course of a y ear. 
Six tv-eight drift away , say s the analy sis, because of store 
indifference; three move away or begin trading at a more 
convenient place; nine buy elsewhere because of price induce­ 
ments or bettei service; fourteen have grievances and 
elsewhere; five are influenced by friends t
